Convocation at which a roster of 
distinguished Canadians were recc- 
picnts of honorary degrees. 

Principal Mackintosh was born 
In Madoc, Que., and at the age of 
17 entered the University of which 
he is now the head. He graduated 
al the asc of 20 with the degree 
of Master of Arts and was award- 
ed gold medals in history and pol- 
itical science. While an undergrad- 
uate he had been active in extra- 
curricular life, a rugby and soccer 
player, a college fencing champion, 
and the president of his year. 

Following his graduation Princi 
pal Mackintosh -taught for two 
years at Brandon College, return- 
ing to Queen's in 1920 as assistant 
professor of economics. Seven 
years later he was appointed head 




of the department, 

Trime Minister Heard 

Speaking at a banquet following 
the convocation, Prime Minister 
Louis SÎ. Laurent said that the gov- 
ernment is working out a compre- 
hensive plan of federal aid to all 
Canadian universities, In accord- 
ance with recommendations of the 
Masjcy Commission. He said thjt 
the plan would be non-discrimina- 
tory and would apply to every in- 
stitution of university level in 
Canada. . , 

'The. effective maintenance of the 
civilized and civilizing influences 
of the Canadian universities" and 
"the sufficient supply of well-edu- 
cated citizens to meet the consid- 
erable demands of the Federal 
Government for competent public 
servants" were, according to Mr, 
SU Laurent, the only "rclurn" thai 
the government expected from the 
universities. 

A brief address was delivered bv 
Premier Frost of Ontario. He told 
an audience of' scholars and stud- 
ents that Canadians, while paying 
due attention to the need for sci- 
entific knowledge in a growing 
country, should not forget their 
spiritual heritage. "We must not", 
he said, "forget the ideas of free- 
dom, of the dignity of the individ- 
ual, and of moral responsibility 
which are our priceless heritage 
from the past."

Quaker Spokesman Tells 
Of Soviet Union Visit

The Russian worker Is well-fed, 
wpll-clothed, and very contented 
He appears satisfied not because 
he Is afraid to protest but simply 
because he knows no other way of 
life. 

Mr. Paul Cadbury, one of a re- 
cent Quaker group' who went >to 
investigate conditions In the Soviet 
Union last July, expressed this 
opinion in an address to the Mont- 
real branch of the Society of 
Friends, Friday evening. 

The delegation had been sent to 
Russia with the aim of achieving 
lasting universal peace. They 
wanted, he said, to find out about 
the country and the point of'vicw 
of its people and to make the So- 
viet government aware that its 
present policy Vas Increasing East- 
West tension. . 

With the first goal In mind the 
Quaker delegation visited schools. 
REH ARILITATION 

"What was impressive," Mr. Cad- 
bury said, "was the extraordinary 
rehabilitation of the Russian people 
since the "dcvasling effects of World 
War II," 

The Baptist and Orthodox chur- 
ches which the Quaker group at- 
tended were both filled with wor- 
shippers, he said. 

Worship on Narrow Front 
"Yes, there is freedom of worship 
In Russia," stated Mr. Cadbury. 
"but it lies on a narrow front, al- 
lowing no deviation into social or 
I/olitlcal activities. The Roman 
Catholic religion, because it owes 
allegiance outside Russia, is not 
permitted. Other faiths are only 
mildly discouraged." 

"What is deplorable," Mr. Cad- 
bury said, "is the complete ignor- 
ance among the lower classes of 
condition."; in the west. They pic

Tjhc general impression of 
most Russians," he said, "Is that the 
English are nice people, weighed 
down by a wicked government of 
auslness men wanting war." 
Have Interviews 

In order to accomplish ,the sec- 
ond part of their mission— to show 
the Soviet Government Its mis- 
takes — the Quaker delegates In- 
terviewed Deputy of Foreign Min- 
istry Malik. They told him that 
Russian Hostile Propaganda against 
the West formulated Ill-feeling and 
would lead to war. Mr. Malik re 
plied that he would use the poli- 
tically independent Quakers as a 
vehicle to say to Ihe world that 
the Soviet Union docs not want 
war, that tension can be lessened 
only by mutual effort and that the 
West, by co-operating In such 
things as disarmament, can bring 
about lasting peace. 

Mr. Cadbury concluded: "We 
must reject that In which we do 
not believe, but must, nevertheless 
rcknowlcdge the good. We our 
telve.s must never be guilty of the 
faults we attribute to the Coinmu 
iiisls. We must not envisage a 
world war nor must we dismiss 
peace proposals. What might in 
duce the Soviet Union Jo war is 
the fear of Western Industrial Po- 
tential if it is multiplied by the 
added weight of German rearma- 
ment. The price of unarmed Ger- 
many may be peace. The real and 
only challenge to Communism Is 
that wc, believing in our system, 
become belter Christians and bel- 
ter democrats."

British Ships Alert 
As Egypt Threatens 



CAIRO — British warships were Russians, 
reported holding both ends of the 
Suez Canal today against threat! 
posed by a speedup of Egyptiai' 
plans to put tvie country on a war 
footing. 

Thousands of British troops were 
on the alert all along the 104 ; mile 
canal between the Navy-guarded 
terminais of Port Said on the Mcdi 
tcrranoan and Port Suez on ihj 

Among the reinforcements still 
pouring in were two R.A.F. anti- 
aircraft squadrons, trained as rifle- 
men as well, to join ground forces 
as needed. They were due by air 
from London tonight.

U.C., follow- 
ing the resignation of Jack Gray, 
Gray's resignation was accepted at 
the first meeting of the Students 
Administrative Council two weeks 
ago, because he was an "occasional 
student." Miss Browne was ap- 
pointed editor at last night's meet- 
ing of the' S.A.C. Previous to her 
appointment. Miss Browne was 
Managing Editor of The Varsity, 
Her position is now filled by Elinor 
Strangways, IV U.C., the former 
Makeup Editor. 

The appointments were made 
unanimously after a report of the 
Publications Committee, which met 
last Monday. Up till that time no 
applications had been made for the 
editorship of The Varsity, although 
the position had been advertised for 
two weeks. 

At the Publications Committee 
Meeting, Miss Browne explained the 
absence of applications by the fact 
that no one on The Varsity really 
wanted the position. 

Gray pointed out that Ihe only 
person who could take on the post 
lion was Miss Browne, antslhat she 
did not want It 

He nominated Miss Browne to 
accept the position of editor of The 
Varsity, If she were willing to do 
so. and she accepted it.

Lut week the Preijdent of The Arts and Set 
•nee Undergraduate S6clety delivered an ulti- 
matum to the students of the University's largest 
faculty. "Unless." he said, "sufficient nominations 
for these (class executive) posts have been re- 
ceived by Monday the Constitution of A and SUS 
lay be amended to that the majority of these 
. ositlons will be eliminated by next year." The 
incubus of apathy which hinders most student 
activities had not relented In Its mission of creat- 
ing frustration. Requests and pleas had been to 
no avail. Arts and Science and Fine Arts students 
In blissful Indifference hBd refused to name their 
candidates to over half of the vacancies and gen- 
erally there was only one contestant for the re- 
in years psst other Presidents have been faced 
with similar situations where half of the posts 
would have to be filled by appointment as a result 
of this happy disinterest of the students. Finally 
one of them has become so disgusted that he in 
'desperation cries — "Unless . . .1" Still, the. stud- 
ents will not pay attention to warnings of dire 
consequences snd this will be done. The solution 
has been reached by the process of elimination- 
elimination Of the problem. 

Ostensibly such an action would mean little 
to the welfare of the students. Life, after all, and 
even student activities, can go on without the 
class executives, if their record of achievements 
i any Indication.' Dance committees and House 
committees csn surely go on without the en- 
cumbrance -of twenty petty politicians inflicting 
their individual wills In their self-importance'. El- 
i nation would serve the purpose adequately ° 
t obviating a lot of annoyance. 

Looking deeper, however, It becomes apparent 
that their achievements are not the standards ïy 
which their value should be measured. Their. dut- 



ies are no more than in excuse for their exist- 
ence which Is ^-primarily to perform an important 
legislative function In the Society, According to the 
constitution the class executives and the Society 
Excculve must sit in joint council to deliberate on 
any changes or amendments in the Society's bye* 
laws. This participation may seem less than trif- 
ling. However, it must be noted that the bye-laws 
are the definitive statements of policy, finance, 
and organization which give the skeletal consti- 
tution life and form. Traditions and regulations are 
embodied in the bye-laws. Wise legislation based 
on experience and theoretical knowledge has given' 
these laws to the Society for the benefit and pro- 
tection of lis members. The laws effectively check 
the Executive if it tends to breach on the •irrespon- 
sible or nefarious. 

An irresponsible or scmly unwary executive 
may in a rash rpomcnt conclude that thé bye-laws 
should be changed to suit an immediate whim or 
need. At present, In-order to put such a decision 
into effect it must convene in a Joint meeting and 
convince the whole Amending Council of the ne- 
cessity for changing the laws. The difficulty of 
instilling its own conviction In the other members 
he joint council generally proves an effective 
'hem in .trying to implement unsound 



deleren 
action. 

That irresponsible or whimsical action on the 
part of a government Is dangerous is obvious. 
When this danger Is coupled with ease of imple- 
mentation it becomes infinitely worse. Thus re- 
moving the elccents ; of restriction— whatever the 
motive may be, and generally it may be con- 
sidered well-meant and without ulterior motives- 
Increases the possibility of the governing body 
acting against the best Interests of the society.

Anthony Frisch was born in Italy 
of Austrian descent, wat educated 
in Sw|tzerland and In England, 
where he graduated from Cam- 
bridge. At the beginning of the war 
he wat interned as an alien and 
tent to Canadt. This, period as a 
prisoner has undoubtedly been a 
major factor in his personal de- 
velopment snd thereby In his 
poetry. After being released he 
joined the R.C.A.F. and later atten- 
ded McGill, where he graduated In 
biochemistry. At McGill he began 
writing poetry and his work ap- 
peared In The Dally, Forge, and 
outside publications such as Satur- 
day Night and the Canadian. Forum. 
He has since followed in the path 
of Lampman to Ottawa. 

Mr. Frisch has published two 
previous volumes, "Though I 
Speak" and "The House." These 
caused a small uproar in The Dally 
when they were reviewed several 
years ago. 

The wrller has not deviated 
greatly In form or mood from 
the earlier poems which were 
written primarily In simple, tra- 
ditional verse forms. The earlier 
poems were at a rule subjective, 
conversational, and philosophical 
If not didactic. The poet It mili- 
tant against certain aspects of 
modern lift — the oionotonoui 
routine or contemporary butt- 
ness, the shallowness of contemp- 
orary social Intercourse, and the 
Inconsequence of the artifacts 
and concerns of our general cul- 
ture. Yet he is not concerned 
with communism, socialism, or 
capitalism. He approaches things 
in a much more personal light 
and he appears al times ai a 
highly disillusioned man, often 



Showing hit bllterneta. Thus It Is 
perhspt not unnatural that his 
first poem, "To T. S. Eliot," In 
hit first volume should be cloak- 
ed In an atmosphere of Ellot't 
t'Geronllon." However, after that 
one poem, his form and technique 
are simple, entirely different 
from Eliot and the modern exper- 
imental poets. Too, he has. . a 
characteristic tone of his own, and 
In verse that Is easily compréhen- 
sible — perhtpt too easily. 
Mr. Frisch't ability to write 
smooth finished verse seems to 
have led Jo a not infrequent use 
of bald statements — lines that 
have a familiar ring of colloquial 
phrases or cliches. Too, especially 
in the earlier publications, the 
writer's rather negative point of 
view coupled with his failure to 
use many lively or colorful images 
leaves the verso somewhat flat and 
lifeless. One cannot merely be mil 
itant or deal in abstracts to create 
poetry. It seems that something of 



the spirit, that ultimate and indef- 
inable quality that makes poetry 
rather than mere verse, Is lacking 
In many of Mr. Frisch's poêms. The 
wrller very often seems unable to 
finish 'a complete poem without 
some jarring, phraso or flaw. 

However, in "Third Poems" I be- 
lieve there Is evidence that Frisch 
is attaining that vital quality which 
will ' give his poetry emotional 
force and life. His bitterness has 
lost some of Its acidity and his sat- 
ire Is a bit more mellow and above 
all he has caught and projected a 
sense of humanity. Certainly the 
Issues with which he Is concerned 
arc Important and when they are 
embodied with life of which they 
are part they may leave the ^rcalm 
of protest and argument for that 
poetry. With a sympathetic reading 
Mr. Frisch extends a personal if 
not exactly genial charm as he por- 
trays some of the pathos of the In 
dividual life. If I were to compare 
him to anyone I would say that he 
most resembles A. E. Housman say* 
ing "smile" Instead* of "drink up 
my lads." This last poem In the 
volume Is probably one of the bet 
ter poems and also the most hope- 
ful in all of his work.

of students moving In the opposite direction, and 
effectively reduces progress in either direction to 
a minimum. 

A city, faced with the problem of congestion 
in narrow streets restricts those streets to one-way 
traffic. Why should not this principle be applied 
to the situation at the Arts Building? Let the 
main entrance be used for Incoming students, and 
the other three entrances reserved for outgoing 
traffic? Not only would the present confusion dis- 
appear, but the additional complication of loiterers 
in the doorway would also be eliminated, since 
this is due largely to the meeting of friends head- 
ing In opposite directions. 

We think that this suggestion Is as worthy of 
à trial as the one presently In operation.

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Those who saw the players' Club's 
Arena production of "Naked," stag- 
ed last year at McGill, will re- 
member the obscurity and humorls- 
tic pessimism of Luigu Pirandello's 
difficult writing, built up in tuch 
a gloomy and tragic atmosphere. 

This year another courageous 
troup, the "Les Compagnons," cele- 
brated their fifteenth' season with 
another play of this grim philoso- 
pher. They presented "Henry IV" 
(the German Emperor) starring 
Paul Dupuls in the title role. 

' Playing to a capacity audience, 
this production was not easy to 
follow. Pirandello pictures inconsis- 
tant personalities, and in Henry 
IV, draws a man standing between 
reason and madness living in a 
world of his own. The memories 
of an unhappy love affair which 
he mixes with the love Henry 
IV had for Mathllde de Toscane, 
and the memorable battle between 
Pope . Grégoire VII and the em- 
peror of Germany Is the main 
theme of the play- In shocking 
scenes where the 12th and 20th 
centuries clash together, wè find 
Pirandello's familiar themes: mad- 
ness wiser than virtue, truth less 
genuine than dreams, the mystery 
of death, the strange quiet world 
of memories. 

Intellectual Challenge 
It is a comedy, a piece of buf- 
foonery, which offer little oppor- 
tunity for wit and subtlety, but 
instead rude arguments and tlr- 
.ades. It is a challenge to the most 



Intellectual persons, and you can- 
not afford the time and strain to 
understand the precise meanings 
of all these philosophic harangues. 
They are a source of ambiguity, 
and you are lost and puzzled, thus 
enjoying little cntartalnment, tha 
principal function, of theatre. 

However, under Father Legault's 
authorltlve direction and the ex- 
traordinary performance of Paul 
Dupuls you witness a powerful and 
skilful Interpretation, and surely 
without them the play would have 
been a mediocre production. The 
play describes an Italian noble- 
man, who after suffering a head 
injury at a masquaradc, where he 
had impersonated Henry IV, pre- 
tends to be this emperor during 20 
years. 

Paul Oupuis plays the dramatic 
part of this quiet and melancholic 
lunatic with aplomb and sincerity. 
He laughs, cries, becomes violent, 
stops suddenly to become passive, 
all In a matter of seconds. He is 
a forceful and vivid personality, re- 
lating the dreams of an afflicted 
egocentric broken-hearted fool 
seeking order in a disorderly world. 

But sometimes when you listen 
to his long discourccs, you wonder 
if he is really insane. Pirandello 
leaves the audience to' decide this 
by themselves.

Move to Affect 100 Suffering 
Financial Plight

Hamilton, Ont., Oct. 21. — 
About 40, students and faculty 
members from 15 universities 
across the country decided here 
today a helping hand should be 
given to an estimated 1,000 "new 
Canadians" whose grave financial 
plight prevents them from at- 
tending university. 

Delegates to the three-day an- 
nual "conference of the Interna- 
tional student service, noting a 
diminishing need for the ISS 
scholarship program that has 
brought 52 displaced persons 
students from Europe to Canada 
In the past three years, decided 
to revamp the program to 'take 
care* of students already in this 
country. The conference ended 
at McMasler University this 
afternoon. 
Other major decisions were:

Hamilton, Ont, Oct. 21— Cultur 
ally speaking, Europe feels herself 
to be exhausted, and politically 
speaking, ^European youth feels 
there is no hope, Prof. William Fen- 
noli, of the* University of Toronto, 
said Saturday. 

Prof. Fcnncll told the Interna- 
tional Student Service Conference 
at McMasler University he . noted 
a mood of despondency and des> 
pair among European youth dur 
Ing a Just-completed one-year stay 
in Europe. A member of the facul 
ty at the 1S50 ISS summer seminar 
in France, Prof. Fcnncll spent the 
last twelve months at the Unlvcr 
slty of Strasbourg. 

The mood was sustained, he said, 
by the stlll-cvidcnt ruins of World 
War Two, and the threat of World 
War Three, 

"There is a widespread belief that 
total atomic war between East and 
West is inevitable, and that con- 
tinental Europe will be the No- 
man's-land where it > will be 
fought," he said. 

Prof. Fcnncll noted the answers 
of several groups of young people 
to what they feel is the disastrous 
situation they arc in, 

Firstly, there were the atheistic 
existentialists .who "choose to des- 
pair in the face of the final mean- 
Inglcssncss of human life." Many- 
found in this a "stoic heroism." 

Secondly, there was a group of 
young people vrhosc only desire 
was to emigrate to Canada, whert 
they felt there is still hope, poli- 
tically and culturally. They were 
Impressed with the buoyancy, hope 
and vitality of the Canadian stu 
dents they had met. 

Thirdly, there were those who 
placed their hope in the creation 
of a federation of European states, 
'But nationalism is rooted so deep' 
ly that young people arc frustiatcd 
by the slowness of their ciders,' lie 
said. 

Fourthly there was the Christian 
group, which felt that federation 
would be desirable, but not some' 
thing on which ultimate hope could 
be based.

McGill Proposal Provokes Flurry of 
Comment, Debate

This matter, of evening credit 
courses had previously come up for 
faculty discussion and was turned 
down, but that was at a time when 
the university had strained its re 
sources to the limit to -accomodate 



Hamilton, Ont., Oct. 21.— A pro- 
posal by McGill that International 
student service urge the National 
Federation of Canadian University 
Students to reconsider Its decision 
not to Invite a group of. Soviet 
students to visit Canada brought 
sharp division to I.S.S. annual con 
ference here today.' 

McGHI's motion— more heatedly 
discussed than any other at the 
three-day conference of student and 
faculty Internationalists— was de- 
feated 15-12 on a second vote this 
afternoon. Delegates were dead- 
locked 13-13 'when the conference 
broke off this morning for a lunch 
recess. 

Second Motion Passed 

However, delegates passed a 
second motion that was Introduced 
Immediately after the defeat of the 
first calling for I.S.S. campus com- 
mittees across the country "to re- 
open the question of the proposed 
visit" through discussions with their 
representative student councils 
with a view to obtaining a cam- 
pus-wide expression ot Canadian 
student opinion on the Issue as a 
whole." Only negative votes on 
this motion were cast by one of 
three N.F.C..S. delegates to the 
conference and the University of 
Toronto. 

The issue arose from a decision 
by NFCUS' annual conference at 
London, Ont., in mid-September 
not to invite the Soviet students to 
tour Canadian campuses this win- 
ter. The understanding was that a 
Canadian student group wodld be 
Invited to Russia in exchange. 

Most delegates declared them 
selves In agreement with the prin- 
ciple involved In the McGill mo< 
tlon, but differed sharply on whe 
ther this should override the prac 
tlcal disadvantages its passage 
would entail , 

Some said the motion constitut- 
ed a "slap in the face" for NFCUS

Supporters of the motion charg' 
cd an Important principle of world 
student understanding was, being 
sacrificed because of uninformed 
outside opinion.
